MHe is Severe om Grant,

The session of the Pennsylvania Anti-Slavery
sovlety wis resumed yesterday alternoon, Atter
afew remarks jrom Mrs, Molt, Mrs, Grew, and
Mr, FPowell of the Anti-Siavery Standard,
Wendell Phillips was  called on for o lew
remarks, and he spoke subsisutially as follows:

There wus one thing which® had  espe-
clally  distiuguished Ltue  negro guestion,
and  that wne 118 slmple, specide cha-
racter, We have been simply a eoviety lor
the abolition of neero slavery. We have dog
pedly huged all our movements on one simple
Wea, Now we are just uearing the port: the
harbor is in slght; it bas not been & poor
voyuge, nor was the lnbor hight. Ours was the
Christinn test of the age, ity years Lhence our
history will be made of the quarrel between the
races, and our romacece will consist of the pie-
Luresque elcment of that quarrel, 11 Lhis sovicny
hiad been spread into gepersl Christianily, we
wounld be vow where we werein '38, The instinct
of the opporition saw exacily the sireng!thh of
avti-slovery—its one iden, We shull never
entirely get rid in our duy of social prejudice,
but we can elean the organie luw. A ration euu
ninke n step that caonot be recovered. The
spenker’s eriticlsm of Audrew Johuson was, not
that hie hns lost the country four years, but that
we shall never stand agsin wheee we did
1865, The journnls now give us all the depth of
wuler we require—persistent etlort will oo the
work., And yet the miracle of u nation’s regeue-
ration muy be tuken trom us. We have been
chented 1o g0 muny things —1mpeachment for fu-
#lapce—that it is lmpossible 1o say. Bat be had
Talth—foith bela for muur weary yeurs, aud not
now 1o be relinguisbed. It Grant gives us asafe,
reepectable Cabinet, mercly v is possible that
the conntry muy drift back into the spirit of
the timea befcre the Revellion, We must not
¢xpect any prompt bhumapity from Grant;
he is simply o eoldier, thoosh he may be un
honest one, What we might have got wus o
mun who would have been to the whole country
what Batler was to New Orleans, Wade wus
that man, but senntors knew whiat he would do
i elected, und were atraid of him. Tue Presi-
dent, when he bought Koss, wasted his money,
The spenker continned s enticism of General
Grant and otner publie men at some length, and
with great veverily, The question in the war
wud, which sball own thhs belt of continent,
Calhoun or Mussuchusettg? 100,000 graves have
auswercd., We have lought the battie, though
ouly halt awake, The trouble now {8 that Grant
is pol an abolitionist, Our anti-sluvery lite
st last till that time when the law of the
country is clenved, The reticence of Grant as
soldier wue proper, as a Presidential candudate
it was disloyal. God has given us the hour and
the text; one more effort and we shall be able to
redeem the original pledge of the Auti-Slavery
Society, to make n biuck man aud o white mun
cqgual belore the lnw,
